through both houses places bindingtwine 011 tho free list. Tho idea is that
no ono would daro to vote against this

Senator Mandcrson, of
Nebraska, received nolico to-day from
liis stato that an earnest protest would
bo made against tho freo binding twiiio
bill, bccauso factories for tho manufac¬
ture of that .articlo wero being estab¬
lished in Nebraska and would, within a
year or two, supply tho entire conntrv
at a less prico than' is at present paid.One factory at l'rcniont, i\ob., ho was
informed, would this year manufacture
moro than two million pounds from
homp grown in the Platto river valley.It was proposed to establish anothor
enormous factory at Omaha. Tho sta¬
tistician at tho capital oi tho state
has informed Senator Mandcrson thatbut another year is necessary to not
only enable tho binding twino industryin this country to stand upon its foot,butto make its children walk and compotewith tho world. A half dozen factories
are expected to soring up in Nebraska,Kansas and Minnesota next year.This announcomout will bo a greatsurprise and disappointment to tho tar¬iff tiiikcrors in tho house, as they fullyexpected tho representatives from the
statos named to earrv the freo bindingtwino bill through tlio senate. It willbo found, upon investigation, it is pre¬dicted-, that so many industries liavo

havo agreed upon a Btriklng plan for tho
introduction of American corn as a food
article In Kuropo. Tlioy havo had a
conference concluded to ask tho farmora
of Nobranka and Kansas to contributoa
train load of corn to bo shipped to tho
suffering inhabitants of Hussia. Theybelieve this would call tho attention of
the civilized world to our corn and its
uses and result in a very material in-
creasoofits consumption, 'i'lio troublo
has been and is now tlyit Europeans
cannot conceive how 0110 could oat corn,which they regard as an animal diet
only. Ilesldes tho onormous advertise¬
ment it would give our domestic corn
and also tho states supplying it, there
would bo an aet of charity in it which
would bo a gratification to all who con¬
tribute. It is believed that tho corn
would bo transported freo !o its destina¬
tion,and that i t would bo wisdom to divert
a portion of itfrom Russia toother coun¬
tries whore it is desired that our corn
should bo introduced. Agents should
bo sent along with the corn to look after
its proper distribution and teach tho
Europoans how tp cook and uso it and
give practical lessons in corn cooking in
all of its branches. Both SecretaryItusk and Senator l'addoclc aro enthusi¬
astic over tho project, nud are inclined
to take it for granted that Nebraskaaml
Kansas farmers will gladly respond, as
tho contribution would work no hard¬
ship to any of thorn. Tho various local
boardsoi trade in tlioso slates would be
oxpeeted to collect the corn at railroad
stations and the railroads would trans¬
port it to tho Boaboard whore it is be¬lieved there would bo no difficulty in
socuriugfroe shipment to its destination.

BUT CEI3 11 HANDSOME VOTE.
(Jumpers Re.clcctcd.A Kemnrknblo
Resolution Barring from the Work
of Organizing Unions Men Who
Hold Political Ofllccs Voted Down.
A "Warm Dcbnto on tlio Subject.
IVoimiu Stift'nigo lutidotvcd.

BmxiiNGHASi, Ala., Dec. IS..Tlio con¬

vention of tlio Amorienn Federation of
Labor adopted n resolution recommond-
ing political action at ita morning ses¬
sion favoring a woman suffrage amend-
mont to tho constitution. A resolution
.was adopted that no further subsidy bo
paid tlio Pucillc Mail Steamship' Com¬
pany unless the company discharge all
Chinese and Japaueso in its sorvice.
Also a resolution, amending the shin¬
ning act of 1890, so as to mako vessels
liable in damages for cruelty to sailors
at the hands of ofiicers.
Delegate 1\ A. Kidd, from tlio com-

mitteo on rules, reported unfavorably n
resolution introduced by Delegate-Stri-
gol, of Detroit, prohibiting holders of
political ollices from acting aa organiz¬
ers, and the fact was brought out that
the-resolution was aimed attho inspec¬
tor of sidewalks in Detroit, whom Del¬
egate Coldwater characterized as one
of tho best organizers in tlio United
Stales. Tho inspector's name is Robert
Y. Ogg.

t Delegate Foster thought tjio resolu¬
tion tho most remarkable that had
come before the convention. The test
of a man was his fidelity .to trade
unionism, not his connection with a

political party, lie pointed out dele¬
gates McNeil, August Miller, Daly and
others presont, all holding political
otlico.

Delegate McBrido said that- in the
miners' movement tho miners have se¬
lected from their ranks men whom
they liavo urged iu politics. In Ohio,
in 1SS3, they had inthat state a number
of laws that were a curse and oppressive
to the working people, lie himself was
the lirst miner to bo olectod to the Ohio
legislature.
An ex-speaker of tho Ohio legislature

was in 1884 swinging a miner's pick in
tho Hocking Valley. Tho convention
concurred in the unfavorable report of
tho committee, Delegates Harding,
Thomas I. Kidd, Faulkner and Dodd
asking to bo recorded in the negative.
The convention then proceeded to

elect ollicers. President Gompors was
re-elected president, receiving 1,360
against 535 lor J. II. l>urtt, of Wheel¬
ing, and 130 for Augusi DeLabor. of
New York. De Labor withdrew his
name beforo the vote.
A motion to make Gompcr's election

unanimous was objected toby Harding.
The other officers aro P. J. McGuiro, of
Pennsylvania, first vico president, W.
A. Carney, of Pittsburgh, second vico
president, Chris Evans, of Now York,
secretary, John B. Lennon, of New
York, treasurer, all of them being re¬
elected. Mr. Gompors has been presi¬
dent since 1SSS.

Ho said that ono miner had approachcd
the operators and agreed to furnish, be¬
side himself, six miners who would re¬
turn to work at tho old wages. Mr.
Commisky says that fifteen men are
working a"t shafts numbers S and 10 and
this number includes tho company
bosses and other men. The fact that
these mines are operating with a iow
men .will have no bearing 011 the strike
whatever. Said Mr. Commisky: "Tho
men who returned to work luivo been
weak kneed and the wonder is that theyhave remained with us up to this date.
So far as 1 can learn the men in the
Brftzil district aro firm in their purposo
to remain idlo until their demands arc
granted."

IS:.Orders were
sont out yesterday to tho telegraph
operators working for the Fremont, ISIk-
horn & Missouri Valley road notifying
the men that they must leave the order
of railway tolegraphors, or leave the
service of tho company. This morning
the superintendent of the road received
replies from several of the men, refusing
to obey tho ordor, and troublo is ex¬
pected. Chief Thurston, of the railwaytelegraphers, has been notified, and tho
matter will bo brought before tho local
lodge to-night. It is said that similar
orders liavo been sent to all tho men
employed on tho entiro Chicago and
northwestern system.

London-, Dec. 18..Tho rupturo of

diplomatic relations between Franco
and Bulgaria on tho protest of tho ex¬

pulsion of tho French journalist Cha-
dovine, now proves to bo tho initial step
of a French diplomatic schcmo to ask
the sultan to uso his suzerain right to
intorfero in Bulgarian and Kussian in¬
terests. Advices were received at tho
foreign otfico to-night that M. Cambon,
the French ambassador at Constantino¬
ple, has demanded and will obtain a

formal conference 011 tho subject with
tho sultan to-morrow. This develop¬
ment is no surprise to Lord Salisbury
and his diplomatic allies in Vienna and
Berlin.

Tho counsel on each
side are trying to show that the promi¬
nent persons in tho case are impecun'-
ous and ready to lje and steal anything
to get cash.

package found a fuse protruding from
it. Tho postal authorities were imme¬
diately notified and tho packago was
taken to Dublin castle, where it was
found to contain a quantity of dyna¬mite.

judgment of the judicial committee in
the easo of Dr. King, tho bishop of Liu-
coin, who was tried for maintaining cer¬
tain objectionable ritualistic torms in
worship, will shortly be dolinered. This
judgment, the Chronicle avers, will prac¬
tically uphold that which the arch¬
bishop ot Canterbury delivered in tho
case.

Tlin Trcatios Adopted.
Berlin, Dcc. 18..After a protracted

debate,theGerinan-Austrian-IIungarian
treaty passed its third reading by a vote
oi 245 to -10. The liouyo afterward
adopted tho German-Italian and the
German-Belgian treaties.
After the three treaties had been

finally adopted, tho Reichstag adjourned.
It will not reassemblo again until after
tho Christmas holidays.
